If the views repeatedly expressed in 
responsible quarters may be taken as 
a criterion the Oeihgaan reply to Wash- 
ington probAliUr will point out that the 
German meamire tn making the seas 
around Great Britain a war zone is a 
fully Justified answer to the British at- 
tempt to starve out the German na- 
tion, "women and children as well as 
so'dlcrs. " 

. It is believed also that the note will 
suggest that if the United States de- 
sires a mitigation ot Germany's naval 
campaign it w^ould be well to induce 
Great Britain to lift its embargo on 
foodstuffs bound tor Germany, which, 
in the German interpretation of inter- 
national law. is entirely Illegal and un- 
justified. 

It will be added. It Is believed, that 
if Great Britain persists in Its embargo 
the campaign against hostile mer- 
chantmen will go forward with full 
severity. 

English Views on Note. 

London, Feb. 15. — English newspa- 
pers see no cause for alarm in the re- 
cent note of the United States respect- 
ing the use of tbe American flag and 
the seizure of cargoes. They declare 
that no food must be allowed to reach 
Germany and that any confiscated 
from ships by Great Britain will be 
amply paid for. 

"It is common knowledge that but 
for the magnificent discriminating 
contributions by the United States tbe 
great part of the Belgian population 
would actually have ttmrrtiA to death," 
says the Globe. "No food or raw ma- 
terial must reach Germany tram the 
outside, so far as vre can prvvent it. 
The Wilhelmina Is a teat. case. To 
allow the cargo to go through would 
be not merely a deplorable exhibition 
of weakness, but a plain tetrayal of 
an which we alUes are flght teg for."

Ottawa, Ontario. — ^Premier Sir Rob- 
ert Borden received a telegram from 
Brockvllle sUting that tliree aero- 
planes were seen fiying over that 
place, heading in the direction of Ot- 
tawa. Brockvllle is about 60 miles due 
south of Ottawa. The military author- 
ities were at once informed and di- 
rected to take what precautions they 
could.

Arrests Made At Irvine. 

Thomas Wallace, Frank Chaney and 
James N. Blinds were arrested at Irvine 
last Saturday, charged with the murder 
of Honaton Underwood, whicb oeoOtred 
in that city hut week. On Friday night 
a party of men called at the house of 
Underwood and aaked for Qreen David- 
son. Davidson refused to come to the 
door and the men lingered around the 
house. Underwood went to the door 
and opened it and immediately he was 
riddled with bullets, falling dead in- 
stantly.

gave bond. That night a body of men 
were searching for him and it is sup 
posed that Underwood was killed under 
the belief that it was- Davidson, The 
three men who have been arrested, it is 
claimed, were Identified by Davidson 
and Hra. Underwood, lienee their arrest. 

The defendanta praolaim their inno- 
cenoe. 

Captain MuUikin, who was in the 
county at the time with his blood hounds, 
took his dogs to the place of the murder, 
but _tjiey were not put on the inil for 
the reason that the ground had been 
ao thoroughly trampled by hundreda of 
people that it would be uaeleea to atart 
them. Alao the three partiea who were 
arrested were auspected and charged by 
Davidson and Mrs. Underwood with the 
crime which led to their arreat. 

The trial of the accused haa been aet 
for Tuesday, February 23.

The penalty for failura to CMnply with 
the law is a flne of not more than tS.OOO 
and imprisonment of not more than tive 
years, or boili, in the discretion of the 
court.

SOLD REUCS OF WASHINGTON 



Two Authenticated Pistols and a Med 
ielne Cheet.ef HIa Auctioned 
in New York. 

Two pistols which George Washing- 
ton-'carried through the Revolution, a 
medicine chest which belonged to him 
and *Xlght Horse Harry" Lee's flag 
were sold at auction at New York dur- 
ing the past year. There 'Ve no 
Washington pistols in Mount Vernon 
or In the National museum at Waab; 
Ington. 

The genuineness oi the offerings 
was attested by a documentary rec- 
ord of their sale in 1804, in Alexandria. 
Va., at the disposal of the effects of 
Washington's secretary, Bartholomew 
Dandrldge, to whom the general pre- 
sented the weapons. Their presence 
•in 1893 at the partition of the Marstel- 
ler estate is attested. Col. Philip G. 
Marsteller, one of Washington's pall- 
bearers, bought them at the Dandrldge 
sale for £6 :3s. 

The pistols are of the flintlock type. 
They were made by Hawkins of Lion- 
don and bear the guninnker's guild 
proof mark "G. P." Silver bands across 
the butts are engraved ""General 
George Washington." 

The medicine chest is of mahogany 
and walnut, about one foot square, 
with brass bandies. Lee's flag is about 
two feet square. It had fallen apart 
from age, hut the pieces were saved 
and are held In place by thin nettini^

SAYS BILL IS UNPEMOGRATIG 



Ship Purchase Bill An Economic Blun- 
der and Cannot be Defended as a 
Business Proposition — Would Com- 
mit the Democratic Party to Pater^ 
nalism and atale SeetaliaMS. 

Washington, D. C. (Special) — Beaa- 
tor J. N. Camden of Kentucky made~S 
speech in the Senate upon the Ship 
Purchase Bill that has attracted an 
unusual amount of attention. Senator 
Camden is opposed to taxing the peo- 
ple of Kentucky $40,000,000 until they 
have been heard, and defined his posi- 
tion on this Important leg t s l atl o o in 
his speech before the United States 
Senate, Febraary 4, 1915, as follows: 

Mr. Camden. Mr. President, I would 
like to state my reasons for voting to 
recommit this bill. I consider it undi- 
gested, half baked, and full of fallacies, 
and thoroughly undemocratic in prin- 
ciple and theory. 

Object te Qevernment Ownership. 
To my mind there are several seri- 
ous objections to the enactment into 
law of this bill, almost any oae ot 
which would be snfieieat In itaelt to 
compel me to cast my vote against it 
Viewed from the standpoint of time- 
honored Oemocratic doetrlne aad prla- 
ctple. it is most alarmiac i>bJectloaa- 
ble, and dangerous. I fed that I do 
not exaggerate when I say that the 
policy of true Demo&acy win be tan- 
damentally changed by the passace 
of this bllL U it becomes a Uw, the 
Democratic Party will be irrevocably 
committed to the theory of a paternal 
form of government which, freely 
traaalated, means state s ocialis m . 
This Is the entering wedge tor Gov- 
ernment control ■ of other forms ot 
trades and industries. Personally I 
am far from convinced that the Demo- 
cratic Party of thia Nation is paepared 
for this great leap into the darlK. Aad 
I do not feel that thia country shoald 
be committed to this new aad radical 
policy without having it thoronchly 
discussed before and digested by the 
rank and file of the party and the peo- 
ple and have their seal of approval or, 
at leaat their indorsement of the un- 
dertaking before they are IfrevoeaUy 
committed to this doubtful gown- 
mental ownership and operation ot a 
merchant marine.

Camden Opposes 

Shipping Bill 

Ck>ntinued from Pane 0 

congress on January 28 Tetoinc tbe 
inuaigntion bill, reeently lASMd bf 
both Houses, and whl^b passed the 
Seiiate by a Tote of 50 to 7 and the 
Honse by s rotsr of"S84 to 14, said: 

If tbe people of this country Imfo 
made up their minds to limit the iHim- 
ber of iimmigrants by arbitrary tests, 
and so reverse the policy of all tbe 
generations ot AqiericsiiS; that; hsTe 
gone bef(ve them, it is thiHr riSbt to 
do so. I am their servant, and have 
no license to stand' in their way. But 
do not believe that they have. I 
respectfully submit that no - one cas 
quote their mandate to that effect. 
Has any political party ever avowed 
a policy of restriction in this funda- 
men^tal matter, gone to ihe country pn 
it, and been commissloiiad t« coBtrol 
its legislation? Does this bll! rest 
upon the coxiscioaa and universal as- 
sent and desire of the American peo- 
ple?. I doubt It It is beckoae I doubt 
It that I make bold to dtasent frois It. 

am willing to abide by the verdict, 
but not until it has been rendered. 
l,et the platforms of parties speak out 
upon this policy and the people pro- 
nounce their wish. The matter is too 
Inhdamedtal to be settled otherwise." 

This terse and tacUe lansusse ot the 
President expresses my views of fhe 
shipping bill so ^ much clearer and 
more emiphatie than I co^d that I take 
pleasure in adopting and applyinc it 
to this bUL If it be true that tHe Uter- 
acy test of the Immigration bill .would 
so reverse the policy of all the geit' 
fil-atloBS of Americans that liave gone 
before," wliat reversal of policy do we 
flad in this shipping bill, whi^ com 
mits the people unheard, consequently 
without an opportunity to mske up 
their minds or render their verdict on 
an undertaking so revolntlonary that 
the business world must stand aghast. 
"Has any political party ever avowed 
a policy on this fundamental matter, 
gone to the country on it and been 
commissi<med ts^cMitnri its legisla. 
tion? Does this bill rest upon the con- 
scious and tmlversal assent and desire 
of the American people? I doubt It. 
It is because I doubt it that I make 
Iwld to dissent from it I am %illing 
to abide by the verdict, but not imtil 
U has been rendered. Ijct the plat 
fonns of parties speak out apon this 
policy and the people pronooince their 
wish. The matter is too fundamental 
to be settled offhand or in 'tay other 
way." Mr. Presideht, I am willing to 
be guided by the wish of the people 
when expressed on this great funda- 
mental question and even surrender 
to the win of the majority my "c}ear 
conviction," but I un not willing to 
surrender that conviction and my 
sense of duty until the people^ have 
spoken. For these reasons I partici 
pated in none of the so-called confer- 
ences, afterwards denominated can 
cnses, by which it was sought to bind 
Democratic Senatort to support this 
Ml, whicb is In no -sense a party-plat- 
form meanure. 

I can find nothing in the platform ut- 
terances of the Democratic Party that 
in any way commits Democratic Sena 
tors to its support or even counts 
nances this proposed measure, but, on 
the contrary, as I read the merchant 
marine plank of ihe Democratic plat- 
form of 1912, it clearly condemns such 
procedure as is here contemplated 
That plank reads: 

We believe in fostering, by consti- 
tutional regulation of commerce, th 
growth of a merchant marine, which 
shall develop and strengthen the com 
mercial ties which bind us to our sis- 
ter Republics of the South, but with- 
out imposing additional burdens upon 
the people and without bounties or 
subsidies from the Public Treasury." 

As I understand the purposes of this 
bill, it does not attempt to be in har- 
mony with this platform declaration to 
regulate or to "foster by constitutional 
regulation of commerce tfie'growth of 
merchant marine." but on the con- 
trary, it proposes for tbe Government 
to jump full-fledged into the business 
itself and simultaneously create and 
conduct a merphant marine, and does 
it in open and Hagrant violation of tbe 
platform declaration, because in do- 
ing so it is not regidatlon but opera- 
tion; and. besides, it Is manifestly 
Imposing "additional burdens upon 
the people" by ' using forty mil- 
lions of the people's money in a 
hasardous venture, and -that, too, 
at a time of great public stress, 
when the Tressnry. needs every 
dollar to avoid further taxation of the 
people. This is no time for doubtful 
tusiness ventures or experiments. In. 
dividuals. guided by experience, are 
caotlous: why Should the Government 
be otherwise? Are we true to our con- 
stituents' interests or to our oaths of 
office if we commit tHe Government to 
a business venture so fundamentally 
unsound and unwise, in whi^ we as 
individuals wei^ not embsrk, con- 
vinced, in advance, as every bnsinees 
man must be, that It will neeassarily 
be a losing investment? No coun- 
try has tried Government owner- 
ship for a fundamental ^ rea- 
son. They realise tl^tt it places 
the conduct oit''ltr foreign busi- 
cess'in the realms of International af- 
fairs -and oomplicatiohs. There is 
nothing In the sxperlaiee of those 
countries which have tried, or are try- 
ing, govefmnent ownerAIp ot railroads 
or other public utilities that would re- 
commend it to us as a success. The 
wasteful and unbusinesslike manner 
In which the Government conducts its 
attaira. State and Nation, is of itself 
sufficient to discourage and to 
demn such an experiment espedlally 
at a time when our revenuea.^ve de 
creased to such"aa extent, owing to 
the foreign war and the shrinkage in 
imports. If I could, under ordinary or 
normal conditions of our country's 
existence, give my consent to try this 
most basic change of party principle 
and policy, I would eertalnly feel it a 
reckless tempting of fate If I agreed 
to- an experiment in the world crisis 
that is in the balance now.

Peace Sentiment — Its Popular Hold on 
the People and Danger of World 
Complications. 

Probably the one sentiment more 
than any other act of this admlnlstra 
tion that has gained the confidence 
and affection of the American people 
for the Dedidcratlc Party is the feci 
Ing that It lias kept this country at 
peace. 

Disregarding for the moment these 
serious objections of Government own- 
ership, it looks to me like madness to 
Jeopardise the peace and happiness 
of this Nation for an assumed and 
doubtful commercial advantages.

rixht of search of vessels of frtendlv 



nations consigned from one neutral 
port to another; but we confined that 

search only to merchant vessels of 
otlier nations and not to naval vessels. 
Would ships o«"ned and operated by 
the United States Government In 
times of congested trade, but so de- 
signed in ordinary conditions to be 
used as auxiliaries in the Navy — would 
those be naval ships or not? What 
would be the status of a merchant 
marine owned and operated by the 
United States Government? As it 
stands now, according to international 
law merchant ships under convoy of 
neutral warship are exempted from 
visit and search. Will the American 
people think it advantageous for our 
Government to go into .trade at this 
time and forfeit the advantages • now 
enjoyed by its naval vessels? 

At present beligerents claim the 
right to search all vessels carrying 
the United States flag if contraband 
Is suspected. Tbe American people 
are willing to submit to seizure, 
search, and detention of vessels owned 
by private capital and to await the de- 
cision of international courts; but 
could or would they submit to ap- 
parent indignities offered to the 
United States Government In the form 
of one of its vessels? It is not only 
an unneutral act but practically a de- 
claration of war for any Government 
to furnish a beligerent with supplies. 
Can this Government dissociate itself 
from that position in the eyes of the 
narring nations if it embarks on the 
carrying trade at this time? If this 
bill does not undertake to embark the 
United States Government, in its sov- 
ereign capacity, in the purchase, con- 
struction, and operation of vessels in 
ocean trade, then I must confess that 
I do not understand the Ehiglish lan- 
guage. 

The analytical minds of ..distin- 
gulshed lawyers may be able to split 
halls or dissociate the Oovemment 
from this undertaking by, reason of 
the formation of the artUteial person 
called a "corporation," but I can not 
As far as the purchase or construction 
of the vessels Is concerned, section 3 
of the bill provides: 

"That the United States, through the 
shipping board and with the approval 
o; the President is anthorised to pur- 
chase or construct vessels suitable, in 
the Judgment of the shipping board, 
for tbe purpose of such corporation, 
with a view to transferring them to 
such corporation." 

It is here unmistakably pro- 
vided that the United States 
shall either purchase or con- 
struct suitable vessels tor this cor- 
poration, and here is where our Gov- 
ernment would take a bold chance of 
reversing its policy of strict neutrality 
to an entanglement and probable par- 
ticipation in this world war by the pur- 
chase of vessels owned by some one 
of the beligerent powers. If vessels 
are to be purchased, it must necessari- 
ly be vessels of this character — those 
which are unable to 'participate in 
commerce because interned at the out- 
break of hostilities. All other vessels 
are too profitably engaged to be 
bought now at any reasonable price. 
Is it possible that we are not to view 
with alarm or feel any concern If the 
Linited States, t'lrough \ this shipping 
board, purchases these vessels with 
the view of subsequently turning them 
over to this corporation, in which it 
must own 51 per cent of the stock, 
and, in fact, will own a hundred per 
cent? Is it an evidence of timidity to 
take this rational view? The very dis- 
cussion of this bill and tbe possibility 
of Its complications by learned 
lawyers on either side of this Cham- 
ber, and the opinion of eminent 
lawyers representing the Government 
holding, as they do, so many divergent 
views on the right to purchase vessels 
of beligerents, and the presumption 
prevailing when they were purchased 
before the outbreak of hostilities and 
after the outbreak of hostilities, and 
whether or not they were purchased 
ir good faith, whether the good faith 
of the vendor or the purchaser is to 
prevail, and whether a controversy 
arising between nations over such pur- 
cliase is to be determined by the rules 
and laws of the captor country or 
whether the declaration of London 
which has not been ratified and ac- 
cepted, is to prevail. 

I say if these gentlemen, so eminent 
and learned In their profession, disa- 
gree, about these international ques- 
tions, experience teaches us what we 
may expect because when lawyers 
disagree the courts must decide. It 
will then not be a court of this coun 
try, but of the captor country that will 
have Jurisdiction: then I, tor one, be- 
come timid and view with deep con 
corn the possibilities of serious com 
plications. If not war. Why are we to 
take -all of these chances and assume 
all of these' risks, fraught with so 
much concern to the people of this 
country? Because we are told that 
there Is a scarcity of vessels engaged 
in the ocean trade and the freight 
rates are high and It is believed that 
these conditio.ns may be remedied in 
this way, I do not subscribe to this 
theory and do not believe for a mo- 
fB«ut tliat tbe suggested plan will 
prove efficacious, but granting that it 
will are we Justified in taking such a 
hazardous step for a mere commercial 
advantage? 

Mr. President every dsy brings 
forth new angles, a stronger and 
clearer light with which to view this 
momentous Question. New situations 
are revealed. The morning papers of 
this country, are all quoting an edi- 
torial from the London Dally News of 
February 3, headed "President Wil- 
son's problem." At flrtt there was 
great hostility in tbe average British 
mind against this shipping bill. This 
editorial was written for the purpose 
ot disabusing that idea, for what rea- 
son is here revealed. I quote the last 
paragraph of the article: 

"We do not here discuss the bear- 
ings of this matter on oUr Interests, 
but there is one point we ought not to 
overlook, and that is that the sub- 
marine has become in this war a seri 
ouB peril to our food supplies. It will 
dominate our position unless science 
discovers an effective weapon of de- 
fense. Should it threaten our shipping 
with destruction and ourselves with 
starvation it will not be an unim 
portant fact that a great neutral coun- 
try possessing a mercantile marine of 
its own can send its ships into our 
poris unmolested and unafraid." 

Democratic Senators, I solemnly 
warn you that It is madness to push 
this bill to embark our Government 
upon this perilous and uncharted bust 
ncss sea. Does not Britain well know 
that if one of this country's boats 
should be sunk by a floating mine — in 
an accidental way — we might say, 
then, we would not only be feeding 
Britain, but we would find ourselves 
fighting for her, which she well 
knows, we have seen how treaties 
are regarded by nations that are flgbt 
Ing for their existence-. All interna- 
tional law and precedents are upset 
and made chaotic by this holocaust 



no« raging. Any of tbe beUlgereau 
»ho felt 'that their adTSHiMtiB- wlire 
securing a genuine adviudiaae and 
their success In tbe war injured or Jeo> 
pardized by. tbe Shtraaee of this Gov- 
ernment Into the carrying trade might 
regard whatever understanding they 
may haveliad wiOi us. as did tbe Ger- 
mans tbe Belgisa treaty — ^"merely a 
scrap ot> paper." They would brush 
aside as trivial this legal Jletlon of a 
"corporatton" set up by the lawyers 
of this Government 



The ypMoters of this MU tsU us 
that it is an emergency measure, de- 
signed mainly, if not solely, to relieve 

the congested condition of over-sea 
traffic at the present time, but they 
studiously avoid fixing a deflnlte time 
for disposing of these purchased ships 

and of getting out of business. 

How, then. Is this emergency pro 
posed to be met? Either inteme<) 
boats owned by belligerents must be 
purchased with all tbe attendant com- 
plications or they must be built, be- 
cause all other vessels are carrying 
their full capacity, and to purchase 
those already engaged in service 
would In nowise benefit or remedy con- 
ditions. If it is not the policy ot the 
Government under this bill to pup« 
chase the&e interned vessels of the 
combatants, and if It be true that tbe 
rates are so excessively high, then 
necessarily the owners ot all the ves- 
sels now engaged in the traffic must 
be reaping harvests so rich that none 
of them would care to sell at a fair 
valuation if the Government sought 
to purchase. The only course, then, 
left open to the Government, would be 
to have them built. 1 am informed 
that It would require at least 16 
months for the shipbuilders to Oil the 
order. The J40,000,000 to be Invested 
under this plan would give our Gov 
ernment a merchant marine of about 
80 ships ready for service, say, in 
about one year and a half. Under 
normal conditions it requires on an 
average of about 60 days tor a ship to 
be loaded at the home port, make the 
voyage, be unloaded in the foreign 
port to take on cargo, make the re- 
turn voyage, to unload, to be reloaded, 
and ready for another voyage, one ves- 
sel thus making about six trips a year. 
Under present congested conditions, 
however, the number of trips would 
probably not exceed four or five, if 
vessels were available now. Then, if 
the purpose of the Government is ac- 
tually to relieve this immediate con- 
gested business condition, is this not 
a pftable, and, viewed solely from a 
practical standpoint, a futile eflori? 
.\ny emergency which may now exist 
will have passed long before this bill 
could possibly become effective, and 
the vessels provided either by pur- 
chase or construe tion.

Economically Unsound. 

As a business proposition this meas- 
ure can not be defended. It must be 
conceded — In tact, it Is conceded — that 
as such it is a failure, and would be 
doomed to bankruptcy but for the 
backing of the Federal Treasury. So 
apparent is this that It is freely ad- 
mitted that private capital can not be 
induced to take the 49 per cent of the 
stock, or, in fact, any part, for which 
ii is permitted to subscribe, and the 
Government will be compelled to go it 
alone, take all the stock, furnish all 
the money. 

If the Government coriK>ration un- 
dertakes to purchase the vessels re- 
quired by It at this time, when, owing 
to the war, freight rates have ad 
vanced so rapidly, the price paid must 
be correspondingly higher, and doubt- 
less from 60 to 100 per cent In excess 
of what they could be purchased for 
under normal conditions, unless it is 
proposed to tempt fate and throw dis 
cretion to the winds and purchase in- 
terned ships owned by the warring na- 
tions. This Govemment-oiraed cor- 
poration would then begin business by 
investing Its capital on a rising mar- 
ket in vessels at enhanced prices and 
be compelled to sell on a declining 
market.' Having purchased these Tea- 
sels at exhorbitant prices, when the 
war is o^r and the law of supply and 
demand bring freight rates down to 
the ordinary level, than. It n be con 
templated tor this, eorpontion to re- 
tire traas bostaess sad turn Its vessels 
over to private e n e wn s, as the spon- 
sors ot this bin aver is the «K»ecta»- 
tion. are we not sure to ba** a r^e- 
titlon in tbe disparity ot tbs 
price and selling price a» was experi- 
enced with tbe vessels pnrehassd by 
the Oovemment durfiyi tbo Spanish 
War, witb which we are aU Caayilar, 
when many of sneb vessols sold for 
less than S pw eeat bt tbs pnrebase 
prioe, and tbis dellett wbl^ tbls Gov 
emment-owned eorporatioii win sus 
tain, and from wbUb tbs sbtppar and 
exporter akmo wlU bOMllt. will bave 
to be sapped by tbe taxation ot the 
whole people. This dlOereaeo be- 
tween the varcaiaso aad selllnt price 
wbleb tbo OovenuBont wlB samly. is 
it anytblag more tbaa a sUbsMy la dis- 
guise? 

Am I, as a representative of the peo- 
ple of Kentucky, authorised to vote 
to tax mj people to raise these mil- 
lions which will oaly bweftt tbe ex- 
porters? Nesrly every basbd ot grain 
and pound ot cottoa or term produoe 
is now out ot tbe bands of tbe pro- 
Hucer and in tbe bands ot the 
porier; or will be shortly. The freight 
is paid by the purchaser on the other 
side, not by the farmer. 

It Is well known — and a practical 
demonstration ot the tact Is brought 
to our notice every day — that Govern- 
ment management and operation Is 
vastly more expensive than private 
managei^ent No sensible person will 
tor a moment contend that a cori>ora- 
tion managed by Cabinet officers, with 
no especial adaptation or technical 
skill or knowledge In shipping, can 
conduct Its business in comi>etition 
with a company or coriwration 
aged by men who have given a life- 
time study to its mastery and are 
familiar with every detail ot the bust 
ness. Besides, Government ownership 
always will have mofe or less politics 
and favoritism injected which of itself 
will largely detract from, it not prac- 
tically destroy, its efficiency. 

If, then, the expense of conducting 
this Government-owned corporation 
exceeds the expense under private 
ownership, one of two conditions most 
necessarily result: Either the freight 
rates most be higher than private- 
owned and managed vessels, thus de- 
teaUns the object ot tbo tfU, or 

vessels must be ma at a loss^ aad tbo 

last Is evideatly ooataBsplated. This 
loss win have to be sujwlied by tbe 
Government out ot tbo Treasury, 
which means ultimately out ot tbe 
pockeU ot the people by way ot taxa- 
tion. Wherein. I again ask, would tbls 
differ from a subsidy? 

One essential point la 
lations seems to have been 
ly overlooked by the tramers u4 b^ 
vocates of this bill, who seem to tblU 
that shlDS were all that is needed to 



Imagination. The war drain upon men ' 
has depleted the ranks of stevedores 
and dock hands. On account of these 
delays it is said that it requires 11 
vessels now to do the work of 5 under 
normal conditions. The English ports 
are congested largely because ot the 
scarcity ot labor; and in France they 
bave been compelled to use the Ger- 
man prisoners to unload the ships and 
clear the quays and docks. It is not 
clear, as a business proposition, how 
a tew more Government-owned ves- 
sels can relieve this situation or emer- 
gency. The Government woifld first 
be compelled to purchase, construct, 
or lease more terminal facilities be- 
fore it can relieve existing conditions, 
and thus divert a large part of tbe 
capital of tbls corpora tion from the 
■tebase ot ships. 

A recent editorial la tbe Now York 
TImee very aptly Illnstrates this pro- 
position. It says: 

"It is especially fatuous to provide 
Govertameat ablpping or private ship- 
ping with Government aid when the 
necessity of the case Is not so much 
shipping as facilities tor loading and 
unloading. To the tacts on this fact 
given by carriers' spokesmen on 
this side of tbe ocean may now be 
added incontestable evidence. from the 
other side. Twenty-one vessels .ar- 
rived in Liverpool last Thursday and 
not one of them was able to get a 
berth to discharge its cargo. 

It would be idle to add to such con- 
gestion by providing more ships. The 
trouble Is not one of trade, but of war. 
Some ports are closed, throwing more 
btrtlness upon others than they could 
do in favorable times. .Many dock la- 
borers have enlisted and others are 
earning such high wages that they are 
independent. Commerce is not run- 
ning In accustomed lines. Strange 
boats are on unfamiliar routes and re- 
quire more attention than liners run- 
ning on routine. If any Gov->rnment 
should Intervene, it is not ours. We 
are shipping full volumes ot goods at 
our own prices, and the freight is paid 
by the buyer. They should worry, not 
we. We should worry only if those 
who are more eager than wise should 
thrust us into an experiment which is 
not only unnecessary in a commercial 
sense, but is obnoxious politically." 

Not only would tbls bill, in my judg- 
ment fail to relieve tbe situation for 
which lt}h promoters claim that it is 
designed, but It would have a tendency 
to paralyse personal initiative and pre- 
vent private capital from entering the 
field and iuTeattng In a merchant ma- 
rine in competition witb tbe Govera- 
ment-owaed eorporation. wbleb is ex- 
empt from taxatloB sad Insurance and 
where all lossos am recouped tram the 
Public Treasury. 

Investlgatloa baa shown that it 
costs M to IM per cent more to build 
sMps la tbls eouatry than It does 
abroad, and that it costs abont-917,236 
more a year to operalo a ship of S.000 
tons aadar' tbe Averleaa tbsa under 
tbe British flsg. These dlsablUtles 
under wbleb our foreign trsde now la- 
bors must be removed before one can 
hope to establish a mwdialtt marine 
that will thrive and grow and bold Jts 
own with that of the other nations of 
the worid. Mr. President I shall vote 
to have tbls bIB reebounltted. because 
I hope and beUovo that there is 
enough patrlotisss aad statesoianship 
in tbls august body to handle tbls viui 
questloa ia tbe wise sad right way and 
not from tbe viewpoint of petty and 
partisan politics. My suggestion to 
the Commerce Conmittee, which will 
have the redrattinc of this bill, if re- 
conunltted. is to revise our foreign nav- 
laws as to place our merchant 
on an exact eanality with the 
merchant marine of Great Britain. 
France, Germany, Holland, Italy, and 
other countries. This wUl not be in the 
form ot a pretaetloa or subsidy, but win 
sppsal to tbe feeot eSOits of American 
ability wbl^ bay- sever yet failed, and 
thus enable American shipowners to 
meet the competition of the other na 
Uona ot tbe iffSfli and actually foster 
and encourage a real American mer- 
dwnt atariae.
